MV United Way withholds 
dues from US United Way 


The United Way of Merrimack Val- 
ley executive committee voted to with- 
hold dues to United Way of America 
pending results of an investigation into 
allegations concerning William Ara- 


mony, president of United Way of 


America. 

Mr. Aramony announced Feb. 27 he 
would retire effective immediately 
amidst negative publicity concerning 
his $463,000 compensation package and 
questionable management practices. 

United Way of America recently 
completed an independent investiga- 
tion surrounding these allegations. 

According to Berl Bernhard, inde 
pendent counsel hired by United Way 
of America, this investigation revealed 
no misappropriation of funds, embez 
zlement or malfeasance. However, Mr. 
Bernhard said the investigation did 
show “sloppy bookkeeping, inappro- 
priate attention to detail and inadver- 
tent procedural omissions.” 

A second investigation, conducted 
by Mr. Bernhard’s firm, will address 
issues of governance and personnel. It 
will be completed by April 2. 

The United Way of Merrimack Val- 
ley executive committee met in an 
emergency session to discuss the 
national issues and local United Way’s 
dues pledge.-The executive committee 
unanimously voted to withhold $50,743 
in dues until the following four assur- 
ances are met: 

- That there has been no misappro- 
priation of United Way of America 
funds; 

- That there has been no diversion of 
United Way of America funds for per- 
sonal benefit; 

- That accurate recordkeeping and 
installation of appropriate administra- 
tive and fiscal controls be implement- 
ed; 

- That a full report of the investiga-

tion be made available to the local 
United Way before any further action 
is taken. 

The executive committee also voted 
to send a letter from the local board of 
directors to the United Way of America 
board of governors expressing concern 
about the current salary and benefits 
package of the chief professional offi- 
cer. The letter will address the board’s 
belief that the salary is excessive and 
recommend that the new chief profes- 
sional officer salary structure be more 
comparable to the salaries of other 
national charitable organizations. 

“A concern of the executive commit- 
tee is that the United Way of America 
board of governors was negligent in its 
fiduciary responsibility regarding 
compensation and some operations 
issues,” said David D. Hindle, chair- 
man of the local board and president of 
Family Bank in Haverhill. 

In regard to Mr. Aramony’s salary, 
Mr. Hindle said, “Mr. Aramony has 
held his position for 21 years. We know 
that in regard to other charitable orga- 
nizations it’s a strong salary, but clear- 
ly it has something to do with 21 years 
of service as head of the national orga- 
nization.” 

Mr. Hindle said he didn’t believe the 
publicity regarding Mr. Aramony 
would lead to irreparable harm to the 
United Way movement. 

“We work very hard to keep our 
operating costs low,” he said. “Right 
now, 90 cents of every dollar we raise 
goes back into the community. That’s 
one of the lowest overhead costs of any 
charitable organization in the coun- 
toys 

United Way of Merrimack Valley 
Chief Professional Officer Kenneth A, 
Gallant concurred with Mr. Hindle. 
“We've built a strong confidence level 
among people in the Valley,” he said.

Students from Andover are teaming up 
with students from Lawrence in a communi- 
ty service program. 

PALS (Phillips Academy, James F. 
Leonard School) is a “three-year partnership 
between PA and the Leonard School in 
Lawrence,” explained the Rev. Richard 
Gross, head of PALS. The program is the 
largest commitment Phillips makes to the 
city of Lawrence. 

This year-round program (beginning with 
a summer session in July) serves to help the 
Leonard School sixth- to eighth-graders with 
their studies and increase their interest in 
learning. 

“These kids are ‘at risk,’ and what they 
learn through PALS gives them a better 
chance to make it through high school,” said 
Tom Cone, Phillips biology instructor and 
science resources teacher for PALS. 

“The primary focus of the tutorial pro- 
gram is to strengthen the reading, writing 
and math skills of the students using cre- 
ative and engaging techniques and one-on- 
one attention,” said Father Gross. 

The time commitment for each student 
involved with the program is substantial. In 
addition to fulfilling their regular academic 
and athletic requirements, participants in 
PALS spend two to three hours at the 
Leonard School on Tuesdays and Wednes- 
days.

With the advent of 


warm days and cool 
nights comes the 
running of sap from 
maple trees and time 
to visit sugarhouses, 
which is true testi- 
mony that spring is 
around the corner. 
(The reference 
department at 
Memorial Hall 
Library has a com- 
plete list of sugar- 
houses in New Eng- 
land.) In addition to 
pancakes and waf- 
fles, there are sever- 
al ways to utilize 
maple syrup, which 
was once the ordi- 
nary sweetening 
agent of early Ameri- 
can settlers but has 
now become a luxu- 
ry. A tree 10 inches 
in diameter yields 
one bucket of maple 
sap. It takes about 30 
gallons of sap to 


make one gallon of 


syrup. When pur- 
chasing maple 
syrup, it is wise to 
choose a fancy grade 
as a topping; and a 
grade B, which is 
less expensive and 
darker in color, for 


cooking. 
What can you do 
with your maple 


syrup? If there is 
snow on the ground, 
you can boil the 


syrup until a candy 
thermometer reads 
232 degrees and have 
a sugar-in-snow par- 
ty, which children of 


all ages enjoy. The 
hot boiled syrup can 
be poured over bowls 
of clean snow. It will 
instantly harden 
into a taffy-like con- 
sistency, providing a 
wonderful sweet can- 
dy. 

I use a combina- 
tion of maple syrup, 
fresh sliced straw- 


berries and a dash of 


strawberry liqueur 
simmered together 
and served over 
strawberry pan- 
cakes. Maple syrup 
can also be‘added to 
glazes for baked 
ham, candied sweet 
potatoes, homemade 
baked beans and bar- 
becued ribs.

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Could the bowling alley be a new senior center?

Is it at all conceivable that, if the 
court cases surrounding it were some- 
how settled, the old bowling alley build 
ing on Park Street could be converted 
into a new Senior Citizens Center for 
Andover? 

That question was asked this week 
of both sides in the dispute over the 
bowling alley property — Benjamin 
Osgood, of North Andover, co-owner of 
the property, and town officials, 

Recent discussion about moving the 
Senior Center into new quarters came 
out of the school redistricting proposal 
to turn the current Senior Center and 
school administration offices on Whit 
tier Court into a downtown central 
school. 

Although that idea was somewhat 
panned by at least two selectmen at the 
Board of Selectmen’s meeting this past 
Monday night, members did propose 
appointing a committee to study the 
current and future needs of seniors in 
Andover, and to consider what options 
were available if a new senior center is 
needed. 

The proposal for a study committee 
was tabled until the board’s next meet- 
ing, but whether the bowling alley is 
even an option still seems to be an 
appropriate question, 

Because of the pending litigation, 
town officials are not free to discuss all 
the issues, but Buzz Stapezynski, town 
manager, said the town is anxious to 
sit down and negotiate the bowling 
alley issues with Mr. Osgood, Mr. 
Stapezynski also said that there is no 
reason why the bowling alley building 
couldn't be considered for a senior cen- 
ter. 

“Yes, The bowling alley is an 
option,” said Mr, Stapezynski, 


Beating victim arrested 


Stephen Colyer, planning director, 
and Mr. Osgood agreed. 

“Ts it a viable option? Yes,” Mr. Coly- 
er said. “It’s got the square footage. It’s 
downtown.” 

The building has 21,750 square feet 
and sits on a 26,931-square-foot lot. 

“The structure is a nice building,” 
Mr. Osgood said. “It’s a very struc- 
turally sound building.” 

Mr. Osgood described the building 
as solid brick masonry with high ceil- 
ings, a steel structured roof in back 
and heavy industrial planking in the 
main roof. He said he completely 
replaced the roof, at a cost of $65,000, 
after he bought the building in 1986 for 
$1.2 million, 

Cosmetically, it is lacking and needs 
complete new electrical, plumbing and 
everything else from walls on up, 

The problem for Mr. Osgood has 
been that he can’t provide the parking 
required by the town bylaw for retail 
businesses in that location. The Senior 
Center proposal could have similar 
problems, depending on how the use 
was categorized 

One option to get around the park- 
ing problem would be to remove the 
rear portion of the building to create a 
parking area, according to Mr. Colyer. 
That is a solution that was recommend- 
ed to Mr. Osgood by the Planning 
Board, according to Mr. Colyer. 

Another possibility would be to 
apply for a special permit to reduce the 
number of parking spaces required, 
according to the planning director. 

“Something like that would proba- 
bly be worked out somehow,” Mr, Coly- 
er said. 

But the special permit is a solution 
that did not work for Mr. Osgood. It 
was denied. 


As far as the lawsuits go, that is up 
to the town and the lawyers, according 
to Mr. Osgood. 

“We're willing to discuss, at any 
point and time and always have been, 
any alternative with the town,” Mr. 
Osgood said. 

Mr. Osgood said he would welcome a 
phone call from town officials inviting 
him to sit down and discuss the prob- 
lems. 

“Sit down with the two lawyers and 
we get in a room and hammer out a 
deal,” Mr. Osgood said. “I think that’s 
what will ultimately happen. It has to 
happen. We've all got other things to 
do. One thing’s for sure. These things 
all get resolved eventually.” 

Mr. Stapezynski indicated he felt the 
same, that the two parties would end 
up hammering out an agreement, even 
if it took a federal judge to force them 
to the table. In the meantime, the town 
is proceeding with the court actions, he 
said. 

“We are moving ahead with the law 
suits,’ Mr. Stapezynski said. 

Mr. Stapezynski also named several 
other sites as potential options for a 
new senior center, including Dundee 
Park, the old Tyer Rubber building on 
Railroad Street and the old post office 
building on Main Street. 


History of the bowling alley 

Mr. Osgood and his partner, G. 
Bradley Richards, bought the former 
bowling alley property at 32-34 Park St. 
in 1986 for $1.2 million. 

They took out a permit to renovate 
the building and proceeded to spend 
$65,000 on a completely new roof, 
according to Mr. Osgood. 

At first, they wanted to convert the 
building into retail stores, but were 


denied by both the Planning Board and 
Zoning Board of Appeals for lack of 
parking. A 1985 bylaw requires certain 
types of uses to provide so much park- 
ing, and Mr. Osgood could not satisfy 
the requirement for retail use. The 
town claimed only a bowling alley or a 
similar recreational use was “grandfa- 
thered” and wouldn’t have to abide by 
the 1985 bylaw. 

Plans presented by Mr. Osgood to 
former planner Nancy Jeton for a 
Chuck E. Cheese pizza restaurant and 
a health center were also shot down, 
according to a 1989 Townsman article. 

A permit for an indoor shooting 
range was denied by the building 
inspector in 1989, The reason given was 
that it was not the same type of use as 
the bowling alley. 

Lawsuits 

Mr. Osgood currently has four law 
suits against the town, two in Superior 
Court, one in the state land court and 
the fourth in Federal Court. 

The first, which dates back to 1987, 
is against the Zoning Board of Appeals 
for upholding the building inspector's 
decision that more parking was needed 
if he were going to change the use to 
retail. 

The second case dates back to 1988 
and is against the Planning Board for 
denying him a special permit to reduce 
the parking requirements. 

The appeal in land court asks the 
court to rule the parking section of the 
bylaw illegal. 

The federal court case, which claims 
$6 million in damages, charges that the 
Planning Board’s denial of the special 
permit to reduce the parking require- 
ment was an effective taking of his 
property by not allowing him to do 
anything with it.

March is Women’s History 
Month, and in celebration, histo- 
rian Juliet Mofford will discuss 
and read from the works of 19th- 
century Andover author Eliza- 
beth Stuart Phelps on Sunday, 
March 8, at “Tea at Three” at 
Andover Books and Prints. 

Elizabeth Stuart Phelps (1844- 
1911), daughter of Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary president 
Austin Phelps and writer Eliza- 
beth Stuart, grew up in Andover. 
Born Mary Gray, she so admired 
her mother, who died when she 
was 8, that she took her name 
and, also it seems, her career. 

The younger Phelps wrote 
more than 50 books, essays, non 
fiction, novels, children’s books 
and poetry, and was, with Harri- 
et Beecher Stowe, one of the best- 
selling authors in the United 
States after the Civil War. 

Ms. Phelps wrote her most 
successful book, The Gates Ajar, 
when she was 24 years old. A 
novel whose theme was dealing 
with death and loss, it was pub- 


lished in 1868 after the tragedy of 


the Civil War and was translated 
into 14 languages. 


Ms. Phelps wrote in favor of 


women’s suffrage and against 
vivisection, worked for the re- 
form of women’s restricting fash- 
ions and championed the cause 
of careers for women. 

In an 1867 essay in Harper's 
magazine, she wrote: “Whether 
for self-support, or for the pure 
employment’s sake, this search

for work is at the bottom of half 
the feminine miseries of the 
world.” 

She also wrote in 7'he Gates 
Ajar that “a woman must be eco- 
nomically independent in order 
to have true freedom,” a concept 
espoused 60 years later by author 
Virginia Woolf. 

Many of the heroines in her 
novels are women who hold non- 
traditional positions in society. 
In The Silent Partner, the main 
woman character heads a textile 
mill; in Dr. Zay, she is a physi- 
cian. The heroine in The Story of 
Avis is an artist. 

Juliet Mofford, of Andover, is 
a former teacher of literature.

Dispatcher salaries are 
comparable to patrolmen’s pay

This is the sixth part of a series on 
town employee salaries the Towns- 
man will run before April Town 
Meeting. This list is just a portion of 
the total town payroll. These Sigures 
are for calendar year 1991, 


Some police patrolmen have a 
problem with civilian dispatchers at 
the public safety center earning larg- 
er salaries than veteran patrolmen, 

Wanda Batchelder, the highest 
paid dispatcher, received a salary of 
$37,214.63 last year, while Patrolman 
Dick Aumais, 61, a 32-year veteran, 
earned a $29,678.66 salary. 


Ms. Batchelder, a dispatcher for 17 
years, earned an additional $9,647.53 
in overtime for a total of $46,862.16. 
Her salary was higher than 26 of the 
32 active duty patrolmen who 
worked a full year in 1991. She also 
earned more overtime pay than 26 of 
those patrolmen, including Officer 
Aumais. 


While the patrolmen in general 
have nothing against Ms. Batchelder 
or any of the other dispatchers per- 
sonally, several do have a problem 
with what they see as inequities in 
pay, according to Patrolman Tom 
Siopes, president of the police patrol- 
men’s union. 


Civilians were first hired in the 
dispatcher positions in the 1970s and 
early 1980s as a cost-saving measure, 
according to Officer Siopes. They 


\Wwere-supposed to .cast_less than 


police officers doing the same job. 
But over the years that has changed. 

Officer Siopes gave one example 
of how the increases have affected 
the department budget. 


In 1982 or 1983, Ken Mahony, then 
town manager, gave all the lieu- 
tenants a 2 percent pay increase to 
take on the duty of supervising the 
dispatchers, according to Officer 
Siopes. Later, when the department 
wanted to do something for Ms. 
Batchelder, they made her the dis- 
patch supervisor and gave her a 
raise, but never took the 2 percent 
raise back from the lieutenants. 


Officer Siopes wonders when 
some consideration is going to be 
taken for veterans such as Dick 
Aumais. 

“How long does he have to wait 
for the town to do something for 
him?” Officer Siopes asked. 

Patricia Ward was the second 
high earner among dispatchers last 
year with a $29,708.73 salary, plus 
$6,455.65 in overtime for a total of 
$36,164.38. Joseph Znamierowski was 
third at $28,732.06 and $4,218.91 for a 
$32,950.97 total. . 


Starting pay for dispatchers is 
currently $20,765. In addition, a 6- 
percent differential is paid to those 
dispatchers working the 5 p.m.-1 a.m, 
shift, and a 7-percent differential is 
paid to those working 1-9 a.m. 

Dispatcher Karen Francia left her 
job in the beginning of 1991. Char- 
lene Santoro was hired in March of

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Patrolmen 
may vote on 

their contract 
next week

Police patrolmen are expected to 
vote on the latest contract offer from 
the town at a union meeting this Tues- 
day, March 10, and indications are 
they will approve it. 

“I think we’re pretty close,” Tom 
Siopes, patrolmen’s union president, 
said Friday. 

The latest offer will be presented to 
union members and if they want to, 
members can call for a vote on the pro- 
posal. 


“I think it’s going to be voted on,” 
Officer Siopes said, 

Officer Siopes did not g0 into detail, 
but he said he consideis the offer a 
“big take-away.” 

“It’s nowhere near the pay raises 
other town employees received,” he 
said. 

Most of the reasons for delays in 
settling a contract up until now were 
over rights issues, according to the 
union president, and most of those 
have now been resolved. 


“If it’s turned down, I think it will 
be because of the money,” he said. 

The main reason for the “big give- 
away” comment is the loss of court 
time, which is equal to about 8 percent 
of patrolmen’s pay. Patrolmen no 
longer go to court and receive over- 
time pay for that. Instead, they are 
now represented by a court officer. 


It would take an 8-percent raise in 
the first year just to get that money 
back, and the raise offer is nowhere 
near that, according to Officer Siopes. 

If patrolmen vote for the latest offer, 
it will be because they are anxious for 
the back pay owed them, according to 
Officer Siopes. 

The back pay amounts to about 
$4,000 for each patrolman, he said. 


Patrolmen have been working with- 
out a contract since July of 1989. The 
contract under negotiation would end 
this June 30. If a settlement is reached 
next week, negotiations would proba- 
bly resume almost immediately on the 
next three-year contract.

West Middle School has 20 percent 
less space than Doherty Middle School 
and educates 150 more students. Some 
parents, administrators and School 
Committee members believe that redis- 
tricting will address only the over- 
crowding at West Middle School, not 
the dilapidated conditions in many 
areas of the school. 

“The school is a mess. It’s a disgrace 
to the town,” said Susan Jenkins. a 
member of the School Committee. Her 
three daughters graduated from West 
Middle School last year and her son 
currently attends the school. 

“West Middle School’s condition is 
becoming a problem that is equally as 
important to delivering education as if 
there weren't enough textbooks or 
there were more than 40 kids in a 
class,” she said. 

When West Middle School Principal 
Samuel Campbell arrived in town last 
summer from Virginia to replace retir- 
ing Principal Bill Hart, he said he was 
“amazed” to see all the work that need- 
ed to be done at the school, 

“Andover spends $2,000 more per 
pupil (than Franklin County, Va.). I 
guess most of that must be spent for 
salaries,” Dr. Campbell said during the 
tour with the Townsman. 

“We don’t want to take anything 
away from Doherty (Middle School); 
we just want the same things they 
have,” he said.

During the tour, Dr. Campbell point- 
ed out that the majority of the school’s 
lockers have not been replaced since 
the school was built in 1959, 

“Many of the students don’t use the 
lockers because they are broken and 
can't be counted on to be secure. My 
understanding is that we can’t get 
parts to fix the lockers because they 
aren’t made anymore,” he said. 

Lighting in West’s classrooms, hall- 
ways, gym and auditorium need to be 
replaced. Ken Maglio, a physical educa- 
tion teacher at WMS, said the 15-amp 
bulbs are insufficient to light the gym 
properly. Mr. Maglio also pointed out 
one of several 4-foot-high ventilation 
grates in the gym walls that are a haz- 
ard. 

“Two years ago the floor was var- 
nished but the dirt wasn’t removed 
first. They varnished right over it and 
a few days later the varnish came right 


up. The floors are a mess and so are the 
bleachers. They are full of splinters,” 
Mr. Maglio said. 

Doherty Middle School’s gym, the 
same used in the former East Junior 
High School, was refurbished in 1982 
when the building was converted to a 
middle school. 

Maria Bartlett, Bateson Drive, has a 
daughter who graduated from WMS 
last year and a son currently in the 
sixth grade. Mrs. Bartlett said she was 
“totally depressed” following a recent 
tour of the DMS. During the tour, she 
said she realized the Doherty teachers 
and students have a much more posi- 
tive learning experience because of the 
less crowded, newer and cleaner envi- 
ronment. 

“In 1982 all kinds of work and mon- 
ey were put into Doherty,” said Mrs. 
Bartlett. “Essentially, what you have 
there is a 10-year-old building now. Ten 
years ago (West parents), were told 
that kind of money would be put into 
West Middle as well. It hasn’t and the 
building is 85 years old.” 

According Mark McQuillan, super- 
intendent of schools, parents and 
school administrators “have very legit- 
imate concerns that serious work 
needs to be done” at West Middle, 
including the lighting and heating sys- 
tems. 

West is in good shape structurally, 
“but there has been a history of enough 
work building up that needs to be 
addressed in the capital improvement 
plan,” Dr. McQuillan said, 

Judith Palmer, a music teacher at 
WMS, said even with an open window 
temperatures in her room can reach 
close to 90 degrees. 

“T had the air conditioning on a cou- 
ple times last week, the room was so 
unbearable,” she said. 


Dr, Campbell said the school’s fur- 
nace is located directly underneath Ms. 
Palmer’s music room. Some rooms in 
the building remain at 50 degrees, no

matter what the thermostat setting, he 
said. 

West’s music department is besieged 
with other problems. The school’s band 
and orchestra have no designated prac- 
tice space. The school’s stage doubles 
as a band room and the health room is 
also used as an orchestra room, said 
Dr. Campbell. 


Doherty Middle School has three 
rooms for music programs — one that is 
used every day for music education 
classes; one that’s an orchestra room; 
and one that’s a band room. The latter 
two are used three out of the six-day 
cycle, said Bruce Maki, assistant prin- 
cipal at DMS. In other words, some 
days, two of the rooms aren't used. 

Susan McLellan, a math teacher at 
WMS, said she tries not to get discour- 
aged with the small “cubby hole” she 
and the other math teachers share with 
the school’s social studies department, 
but it’s difficult knowing teachers at 
Doherty have many times the spac e. 

“They have a math lab as well as 
their own math office,” Ms. McLellan 


said. 

Dr. Campbell said the disparities 
that exist between the two middle 
schools are a constant topic of discus- 
sion at his school. The class sizes, 
which at West can run up to 29 stu- 
dents in the seventh and eighth grades, 
are four to five students larger than 
those at DMS. 

“In the sixth grade we have an extra 
teacher, so that helps keep the ratio 
close to that of Doherty,” Dr. Campbell 
said. 


“In the seventh and eighth grades, 
having extra students makes it harder 
for teachers to give individual help. At 
Doherty Middle School, the classes run 
about 25, which is a reasonable size,” 
he said. 

Floyd McManus, principal at Doher- 
ty, said many people are under the 
false impression that Doherty is under- 
utilized in all areas. “The sixth grade 
at Doherty Middle School has more stu- 
dents” than West, Mr. McManus said.

Mr. McManus said his staff will 
remain the same next year because he

State aid is shrinking, and dollars 
available to run the different town 
departments are not what they need 
to be. The end result is department 
eyeing department, employee eyeing 
employee, judging who is worth 
more, which department needs to be 
funded and the cost of another. It’s 
not pretty, but it is necessary at a 
time like this. 

Residents and town officials have 
to face it: It’s time to get the town’s 
priorities in order. 

Take the story on Andover’s two 
middle schools in today’s paper. Get 
inside the head of the parent of a 
West Middle School student. Would 
you feel OK about sending your child 
to West when it clearly is an inferior 
plant when compared to Doherty 
Middle School? 

Take the story about Andover’s 
police dispatchers. The highest paid 
dispatcher received $46,862.16 in pay 
last year, including overtime. But 
one police patrolman, who has 
Worked for the town 82 years, was 
paid just $29,678.66. The dispatcher, 
who obviously has done a good job, 
worked here 17 years and has been 
rewarded with title and pay. She was 
paid more than 26 of the 32 active 
duty patrolmen in 1991. She also 
earned more overtime pay than 26 of 
those patrolmen. Get inside the head 
of those police officers. Something 
feels uncomfortable there, too. 

Then listen to parents at a debate 
of School Committee candidates. 
‘They, and the candidates, bring up 
the fact that the highest paid teacher 
in Andover makes about $60,000 with 
the extras, such as coaching pay. The 
highest paid policeman in Andover 
makes more than $100,000, including 
extras, such as over-time and extra- 
detail jobs. You could say safety is 
more important than education. . .

The next day I phoned Mark 
McQuillan to run Dick Hubbell’s 
comments by him. “The state of our 
schools right now are satisfactory,” 
Dr. McQuillan told me. “Under the 
circumstances, we have done well 
with what we have.” 

But, he allowed, “Looking down 


the road, the state of the schools 


might get progressively worse, given 
the dollars.” 

Dr. McQuillan said the school 
administration has “made strides 
forward.” I asked ‘what that meant 


and he said, “You have to look posi- 
tively and build confidence in the 
schools.” 

He listed the “positives”: “We have 
begun building a very positive 
administrative structure,” and he 
named the three new school princi- 
pals as a “major change.” He said his 
curriculum renewal plan is “very 
important,” and he said the adminis- 
tration is “dealing with buildings,” 
meaning addressing the problems 
with the physical plants. 

“We are doing our utmost to main- 
tain reasonable levels of service and I 
think there are many things the 
school (administration) has done 
well. 


“If you want to paint a picture of 


gloom and doom... I didn’t jump over 
the negatives (in the state-of-the- 
schools speech), I laid them out. I am 
still very positive about what we can 
do.” 

But he admitted, “This year is 
going to be difficult.” 

Then Dr. McQuillan said some- 
thing about Mr. Hubbell: “This is the 
tenor of the relationship between us. 
He has been very vocal in his opposi- 
tion to me recently.” 

Dick Hubbell said one reason he 
decided to run again was that when 
he ran three years ago, one of his 
goals was to hire a good superinten- 


dent. He

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Petro’s deserves 
better treatment 


Editor, Townsman: 

The harassment of Petro’s Seafoods 
and Deli, 16 Post Office Ave. in 
Andover, reported in the Townsman 
last week, is unfortunate and disap- 
pointing. (“Officials order Petro’s to 
stop serving meals,” page 32.) 

Petro’s is a delightful establishment, 


providing a real service to the people of 


Andover. They serve delicious home- 
made-style foods at very reasonable 
prices in a congenial, clean and unique 
atmosphere. Owner Nick Valhouli, is a 
graduate of the Culinary Institute of 
America and a master chef. 

Nick works long hours, often mak- 
ing trips to the Boston seafood markets 
very early in the morning in order to 
provide his customers with the finest, 
freshest seafoods. Each day Petro’s 
offers customers a different selection of 
fresh seafood, superb salads, soups and 
meals. Most customers who try Petro’s 
once return again and again. 

The town government’s approach to 
this situation, including threats of 
$100-a-day fines, seems very heavy- 
handed and inappropriate. The town 
needs a regulatory process in order to 
prevent undesirable businesses from 
locating in town and to protect the pub- 
lic health and safety. 

And clearly it is the responsibility of 
town officials to administer the laws. 
But the function of local laws should 
not be to drive quality, established 
merchants out of business or out of 
town. Especially in these difficult eco- 
nomic times, when many local mer-

over the last three years. This town 
doesn’t deliver quality education.” 

He continued to say that the town 
got “its teeth knocked in” when it tried 
an override of Proposition 2 1/2 May 6, 
1991.

“This school system is in deep trou- 
ble,” he continued. 

Earlier, he said, “This town doesn’t 
deliver quality education.”

He said Dick Collins is the 
highest paid teacher in Andover. 

“He might make $60,000” including 
his coaching stipends.

department, and for coaching football 
and track.) 

Mr. Hubbell said the top teacher 
here makes “about $49,500,” without 
any extras. That’s for someone with a 


chants have shut down and many oth- 
ers are struggling to survive, the local 
government and the people of Andover 
should do everything possible to help 
existing Andover businesses and to 
encourage new ones to come here. 

The town should also re-evaluate the 
law which requires some local mer- 
chants to provide their own parking.

It seems as if it was only last year, 
but it has been 13 years. The School 
Committee at that time wanting to 
build a new school “up town.” It was 
proposed at that time to tear down the 
three buildings which now house the 


doctorate degree at step five in the 
teacher contract. (I checked this one, 
too, and he must be referring to Edgar 
Johnson, who teaches science at the 
high school, He’s at the final step, 13, 
and has a doctorate and was paid 
$50,946 in 1991. 

Mr. Hubbell pointed out that Police 
Lt. Steven C. Avery makes $104,092. 

“I’m not picking on our police- 
men...” But he was saying it’s disgrace- 
ful that the top teacher doesn’t make 
near what the top-paid policeman 
makes. 

Later in the evening, Mr. Hubbell 
lashed out at Bill Huston, who is run- 
ning for School Committee, too. Mr. 
Hubbell said Andover residents are 
tight with their money and won't pay 
the taxes they should, to fund a better 
school system. 

Mr. Huston answered him by say- 
ing, “I am struggling to pay my taxes,” 

“Then fine, you shouldn’t live here,” 
snapped Mr. Hubbell. “This town is 
under-taxed. People have used the 
economy to hide behind.” 

Mr. Hubbell was allowed to speak 
first during the debate because he said 
he had to attend another meeting in 
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town offices, school offices, Senior Cen- 


ter and Memorial Auditorium. 

Yes, tear it all down, level the area 
at a cost of $450,000 and then build a 
new school. I remember walking 
through the buildings with a group of 
people on “open house” and being told 
that the buildings are due to be “con: 
demned.” 

We all know what happened. We got 
our new school and we also got the 
three building complex remodeled to 
what it is today. We also, in time, saved 
the Town Hall on Main Street. It all 
worked out. 

However, the School Committee of 
today now wants to take back one of 
the three “condemned” buildings and 
turn it back into a school at a cost of 
$2.5 million. 

In this building is the Senior Center 
of which my wife and I have a great 
regard. Having had a personal experi- 
ence with the people at the center, we 
can only say leave them there. If you 
must move them, move them all to one 
building that is as good or better than 
what the center has now. I wonder if 
there is oil or gold under that building 
seeing as you didn’t want it 13 years 
ago and now you do. 

During the 1970s when I was 
involved in school business, I suggest- 
ed to a number of people that the 
school department should start an 
endowment fund, a fund to be added to 


each year by a vote of town meeting. | 


Eventually this fund would grow to an 
amount so that new buildings, large 
maintenance expense, etc., would be 
paid from interest earned. Doesn't 
every large and small university work 
this way? Isn’t it about time we started 
to think about building priorities in 


advance or does it all sound too simple? 

Is it really necessary to go through a

town, During his opening speech, he 
said he has accepted a job that will 
keep him out of town quite often. “I 
won't be available on the short term 
because of business commitments,” he 
said. 

But he said he will make up for lost 


time on the weekends. The chairman of 


the School Committee is willing to put 
up with Mr, Hubbell’s inattendance at 
committee meetings, should he be re- 
elected, said Mr. Hubbell. Once during 
the evening he said he spends about 20 
hours a week on School Committee 
business.

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Lady hoopsters 
battle for 
Sectional title

Destiny stepped on the court with the 
1991-92 Andover High girls’ basketball team 
last weekend, as it became the yardstick 
against which future Lady Warrior hoop 
squads will be measured. 

The current team is the first to win 19 
games in a season after beating Cambridge 
Rindge & Latin 57-37 in the Bastern Mass. 
Division 1 Tournament quarterfinal round, 
and it has matched Andover's deepest pene- 
tration into the tourney by advancing to the 
North Sectional semifinals. 


The latter feat equals the performance of

The Hillies handed Andover, 19-3 overall, 
two of its three losses with 60-37 and 50-36 
regular season wins. 

But Coach Sullivan put nothing beyond 
the reach of this Lady Warriors’ outfit, 
which stretched its win streak to seven 
games and had won 17 of its last 18 after beat- 
ing CR&L. 

“The girls are really psyched to be playing 
Haverhill again,” said Sullivan earlier this 
week. “We think we have a shot. We were the 
only ‘eam to beat Haverhill last year (49-41), 
and in our most recent game we stayed with- 
in ,ange (nine points) until the last few min- 
utes, I think we played them as tough as any- 
one (except Brockton).” 

If the fourth-seeded Lady Warriors pulled 
off the upset last night it would be victory 
No. 20, another milestone, while a loss still 
leaves them with a flashy 19-4 overall record.

1. Objectives; The objectives of this section of the Bylaw are as follows 
a. Promote traffic safely by assuring adequate places for storing of motor vehicles off the street, and for their 
orderly access and egress to and from the public street 
b, Increase the traffic-carrying capacity of streets and highways in the town and obtain a more efficient utiliza 
tion of on-street curbside parking; 
c. Reduce hazards to pedestrians upon public sidewalks 
d. Protect adjoining lots and the general public from nuisances and hazards such as 
(1) Noise, glare of headlights, dust and fumes, resulting from the operation of motor vehicles, 
(2) Glare and heat from parking lots; 
(3) A lack of visual relief from expanses of paving; 
(4) Accelerated run-off of surface water from land covered by impervious materials 
2. Applicabilly: No building permit or Certificate of Occupancy shall be issued for the construction of a new build- 
ing, the enlargement of an existing building, the development of a use not located in a building, the redevelop 
ment of an existing building, or the change from one type of use to another, unless off-street parking is provided 
in accordance with this section of the Bylaw 
3. Interpretation of Section VI.A.: The following rules for interpretation of Section VI.A. shall apply: 
a. Fractional numbers: In the computation of required parking spaces, only the fraction of one-half or 
more shall be counted as one (1) space. 
b. Number of employees: Where the parking requirement is based on the number of employees, the 
number shall be based on the number of employees on the largest shift. 
c, Change of use: A change of use for the purposes of this section of the Bylaw shall be a change in 
part or all of an existing building or lot from one use category to another as permited in the Table of 
Use Regulations, Section IV.B. 
d. Maximum rate occupancy: The maximum floor area allowances allowed per occupant as required in 
the Massachusetts State Building Code, Table 806, as amended from time to time. 
4. Number of Parking Spaces: The following Table indicates the minimum number of parking spaces re- 
quired for the corresponding type of use. Where a use is not specifically included in the schedule below, it is 
intended that the regulations for the most nearly comparable use, as determined by the Building Inspector, shall

c. Layout 

(1) Access to and egress from all parking areas shall be only via driveways which meet the design stan 
dards of Section VI.A.5.e.; 

(2) All portions of all parking spaces, loading areas and maneuvering aisles shall be set back a minimum 
of five (5) feet from any streel or way and a minimum of five (5) feet from any property line. Curbs, 
wheel stops, screening or similar barriers shall be installed along the setback line for parking and load- 
ing to prevent vehicles from being parked or driven within required setback areas or required land- 
scaped areas; 

(3) Each required off-street parking space and loading area shall be designed so that any motor vehicle 
may proceed to and from said parking space or loading area without requiring the moving of any other 
vehicle or the passing over of any other parking space or loading area; 

(4) Each parking area shall be designed to provide a circulation system within the lot so that all vehicles 
may exit from and enter into the adjacent street or way by being driven in a forward direction and no 
vehicle shall be required to enter or leave by backing; 

(5) All required parking areas shall be paved and parking spaces marked to provide delineation between 
parking stalls and aisles 

d. Handicapped parking: 

(1) Parking facilities shall provide designated parking spaces designed for physically handicapped 

persons in accordance with the rules and regulations of the Architectural Barriers Board of the 

Massachusetts Department of Public Works; 

(2) Each handicapped parking space shall be clearly marked by a sign and shall be located near 

the entrance of the building served. 

e. Driveways 

(1) The maximum number of driveways permitting entrance to and exit from a lot shall be limited to two (2) 
per streelline; 

(2) The minimum width of a driveway used for two-way traffic shall be twenty-four (24) feet. The minimum 
width of a driveway used for one-way traffic shall be fourteen (14) feet.

(1) An adequate number of off-street loading areas shall be provided for any use which may be serviced 
by delivery vehicles; 

(2) Loading areas shall be located in side or rear yards only; 

(3) Each loading area shall be located separately from employee and customer parking and shall be de- 
signed to protect pedestrian safely and avoid traffic conflicts with vehicles within, without, and entering 
and leaving the lot where the loading area is located; 

(4) No area may be utilized and counted as both a required parking space and a required loading area; 

(5) Each loading area shall consist of a bay measuring at least thirty (30) feet long, twelve (12) feet wide 
and fourteen (14) feet high if covered and a maneuvering space equal to the length of the bay 

g. Maintenance: Parking areas, loading spaces, and landscaping shall be continuously maintained, 
and whenever necessary, surfacing, lighting, parking space markings and plantings shall be re- 
placed or repaired, and drainage structures maintained . Failure to adequately maintain parking fa- 
cilities shall be considered a violation of this Bylaw.

. d. Multiple Uses Sharing a Common Parking Lot: Required parking spaces may be provided for two (2) or 


more uses on a common lot if the total space available is not less than the sum of the spaces required for 
each use individually. The required number of spaces on a cominon lot may be reduced by a Special Per- 
mit under Section VI.A.9 if it can be shown that the parking needs for the uses are such that a lower tolal 
will serve all uses adequately 
e. Nonconforming Buildings and Uses: The following preexisting, nonconforming buildings and uses need not 
meet current requirements of this section of the Zoning Bylaw but shall continue to meet the requirements 
of the Bylaw in effect when the building or use was first lawfully begun 
(1) Buildings and uses which were lawtully in existence at the time of the adoption of this Bylaw or any 
amendment thereto; 
(2) Buildings and uses for which a building permit or special permit was issued before the first publication 
of notice of the Public Hearing on such bylaw; and 
(3) Replacements after catastrophe if the building is rebuilt not to exceed its precatastrophe size and if no 
change in use occurs (see Section VI.A.7.g)

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f. Extensions or Alterations of Nonconforming Buildings and Uses: Extensions or alterations of a preexisting, 
nenconforming building or use which requires a Special Permit under Section VIIA shall provide only the 
additional number of parking spaces which would be required for the extension or alteration 

g. Replacement After Catastrophe: The following parking requirements shall apply to a building or structure 
which has been damaged by fire, explosion or other catastrophe 

(1) If a building or structure which did not conform with Section VI.A.4 of the Zoning Bylaw is rebuilt not to 
exceed its precatastrophe size and if no change in use occurs, continuance of that nonconformance 
will be allowed; 

(2) Any change in use shall require the building or structure to conform with Section VI.A.4 of the Zoning 

Bylaw; 

(3) If a building or structure is rebuilt to exceed its precatastrophe size, the additional number of parking 

Spaces which would be required for the excess floor area must be provided 

h. Compact car spaces: In parking lots of more than forty (40) parking spaces, up to thirty (30) percent 
of the spaces may be designed for compact Cars to service all-day parkers in accordance with the 
design standards of Section VI.A.5. Compact car stalls shall be grouped in one or more contiguous 
areas and conspicuously identified by signs or pavement markings. 

8. Parking in the Industrial Districts: In all Industrial districts, the following shall apply 

a. Adequate off-street parking must be provided on the premises to service all parking demand created by 
new construction, whether through new structures or through additions to existing ones, or by change of 
use creating higher parking demands 

b. Buildings, structures and land uses in existence on the effective date of these provisions are not subject to 
these parking requirements and may be rebuilt, altered or repaired, but not enlarged or changed in use, 
without becoming subject to them 

c. In applying for building or occupancy permits, the applicant must demonstrate that the minimum parking re- 
quirements set forth below will be met for the new demand without counting existing parking 

d. The number of parking spaces required by Section VI.A.4 may be reduced upon the written determination 
of the Building Inspector, based on the Planning Board's written recommendation to him. following its site 
plan review, that special circumstances render a lesser number of spaces adequate for all parking needs 
In order to qualify for a reduction, the Petitioner must present a site plan showing that all parking spaces 
needed to meet the requirements of the Table of Off-Street Parking Requirements (Section VI.A.4.) could 
be built on the site. Those spaces to be waived shall be marked "Reserve Parking Area(s)" on the plan, 
which shall be kept on file with a copy of the Planning Board's written recommendation and a copy of the 
Building Inspector's decision to grant a reduction, The “Reserve Parking Area(s)" are to be maintained as 
landscaped areas unless and until construction of additional parking spaces is required by the Building In- 
spector. No building other than parking spaces will ever be allowed in this area 
(Amended 4-8-86, Art. 58) 

e. Only one driveway or entranceway will be permitted in any one hundred fifty (150) feet of frontage unless 
the frontage is less, in which case, 3 single driveway access to the property will be permitted 

f, Each parking area shall contain no more than two hundred forty (240) parking spaces 

g. Each parking area shall be enclosed (except for access points) by a landscaped buffer not less than twelve 
(12) feet wide, planted with shade trees 

h. Each parking area shall have interior landscaping areas, primarily planted with trees, equivalent in size to 
five (5) per cent of that parking area's total pavement area 

i. There shall be no more than thirty (30) spaces in any uninterrupted row 

j. The size of a parking space may be reduced to a compact car space as presented in Section VI.A.5 
for those spaces serving all-day parkers. Uses which generate frequent parking space turnover shall be 
required to have the standard size parking spaces 

9. Special Permits: In accordance with Section VIII.C. (Special Permits) and the objectives set forth in Sec- 
tion VI.A., the Planning Board may grant the following Special Permits: 

a. Main Street access in the General Business District and Mixed Use District: Where alternative access loca- 
tions are feasible, parking lot driveways shall not provide access onto Main Street unless granted a Special 
Permit by the Planning Board upon its determination that such access onto Main Street is dictated by con- 
sideration of safety, congestion or conflict with other premises 
(Amended 4-6-88, Art. 62) 

b. Parking lot design in the General Business District: The design of a parking lot may differ from the 
requirements of Section VI.A.5 if granted a Special Permit by the Planning Board provided that such 
design satisfies the objectives of Section VI.A. and the design is prepared by a professional engi- 
neer or landscape architect. 

c. Special Permit for a Change in Parking Space Requirements: The number of off-street parking 
Spaces required in accordance with Section VI.A. of this Bylaw for a use or uses in the General 
Business District may be changed by Special Permit in accordance with the following provisions: 

(1) Special Permit Criteria: The Planning Board, by Special Permit, may allow remote parking lots, shared 
parking lots, or any enforceable alternatives which it deems reasonable, based on the following criteria, 
and other applicable provisions presented in this subsection: 

(a) The capacity, location and current level of use of existing parking facilities, both public and pri- 
vate; 

(b) The efficient and maximum use of the General Business District in terms of parking needs and 
services provided; 

(c) The relief of traffic and parking congestion; 

(d) The safety of pedestrians; 

(e) The provision of reasonable access either by walking distance or shuttle vehicle arrangements; 

(f) The maintenance of the character of the area 

(2) Shared parking: Shared private parking facilities for different buildings or uses may be allowed 
by Special Permit in the General Business District, subject to the following provisions: 

(a) Up to 50% of the parking spaces serving a building may be used jointly for other uses not 
norrnally open, used or operated during similar hours, The applicant must show that the 
peak parking demand and principal operating hours for each is use are suitable for a com- 
mon parking facility. 

(b) A written agreernent defining the joint use acceptable to the Planning Board of the common 
parking facility shall be executed by all parties concerned and approved by the Planning 
Board as part of the Special Permit process. Such agreement shall be recorded at the North 
Essex Registry of Deeds. 

(c) Any subsequent change in land uses for which the shared parking proposal was approved, 
and which results in the need for additional parking spaces, shall require a new Special Per- 
mit application under this subsection, 

(3) Remote Parking: Remote (satellite) parking areas may be authorized by the Planning Board by 
Special Permit, subject to the following provisions: 

(a) The satellite parking spaces will be used solely by the employees, and where practicable, 
clientele of the commercial use;

g. Maintenance: Parking areas, loading spaces, and landscaping shall be continuously maintained, 
and whenever necessary, surfacing, lighting, parking space markings and plantings shall be re- 
placed or repaired, and drainage structures maintained . Failure to adequately maintain parking fa- 
cilities shall be considered a violation of this Bylaw. 


6. Parking in the Apartment Districts 


a. Required spaces shall be located either in an off-street paved area or in a garage or carport 

b. Said spaces shall be located within two hundred (200) feet from the outside entrance to the dwelling unit 
being served 

c. Said spaces located ina driveway providing access to more than one dwelling unit shall not reduce the ef 
fective width of the driveway to less than lwelve (12) feet 

d. Any way or driveway providing principal access to six (6) or more dwelling units or eight (8) of more parking 
spaces shall conform to applicable provisions of the Planning Board regulations tor minor residential ways 
Before granting a Special Permit the Board of Appeals shall request a report from the Planning Board on 
the extent of such conformity 


7. Parking in the General Business Districts 


a. Provision of Parking: Off-street parking shall be provided as specified in Section VI.A.4 of this Bylaw (Table 
of Off-Street Parking Requirements) 

b. Location of Parking Spaces: The required number of off-street spaces shall be provided on the same lot as 
(he use or uses in question unless the Planning Board grants a Special Permit for a change in parking 
Space requirements under Section VI.A.9 of this Bylaw. 

c. No additional parking spaces required: No additional parking spaces shall be required for a pro- 
posed land use in accordance with Section VI.A.4 if: 

(1) a change of use or rearrangement of uses in an existing building does not result in an increase 
in the number of required parking spaces; 

(2) the total computed parking spaces required for a particular use, including a particular use in an 
existing multi-use building, is six (6) Spaces or less, This shall not apply to proposals involving 
the total renovation/redevelopment of a structure; 

(3) having applied (1) and (2) above, a change of use in an existing building results in a net in- 
crease in the number of required parking spaces, and that net increase is three (3) Spaces or 
less, If the change of use results in a net increase of more than three (3) spaces, then the total 
number of parking spaces shall be provided. 

d. Multiple Uses Sharing a Common Parking Lot: Required parking Spaces may be provided for two (2) or 
more uses on a comrnon lot if the total space available is not less than the sum of the Spaces required for 
each use individually. The required number of Spaces on a comlnon lol may be reduced by a Special Per 
mit under Section VIA. if it can be shown that the parking needs for the uses are such that a lower total 
will serve all uses adequalely 

@. Nonconforming Buildings and Uses: The following preexisting, nonconforming buildings and uses need not 
meet current requirements of this section of the Zoning Bylaw but shall continue to meet the requirements 
of the Bylaw in effect when the building or use was first lawlully begun 

(1) Buildings and uses which were lawtully in existence at the time of the adoption of this Bylaw or any 
amendment thereto; 

(2) Buildings and uses for which a building permit or special permil was issued before the first publication 
of notice of the Public Hearing on such bylaw; and 

(3) Replacements after catastrophe if the building is rebuilt not to exceed its precalastrophe size and if no 
change in use occurs (see Section VI.A.7.q) 

t. Extensions or Alterations of Nonconforming Buildings and Uses; Extensions or alterations of a preexisting, 
nonconforming building or use which requires a Special Permit under Section VIIA shall provide only the 
additional number of parking spaces which would be required for the extension or alteration 

g. Replacement After Catastrophe: The following parking requirements shall apply to a building or structure 
which has been damaged by fire, explosion or other catastrophe 

(1) Ifa building or structure which did not conform with Section VI.A.4 of the Zoning Bylaw is rebuilt not to 
exceed its precalastrophe size and if no change in use occurs, continuance of that nonconformance 
will be allowed; 

(2) Any change in use shall require the building or structure to conform with Section VI.A.4 of the Zoning 
Bylaw 

(3) If a building or structure is rebuilt to exceed its precatastrophe size, the additional number of parking 
spaces which would be required for the excess floor area must be provided 

h. Compact car spaces: In parking lots of more than forty (40) parking spaces, up to thirty (30) percent 
of the spaces may be designed for compact cars to service all-day parkers in accordance with the 
design standards of Section VI.A.5. Compact car stalls shall be grouped in one or more contiguous 
areas and conspicuously identified by signs or pavement markings. 


8. Parking in the Industrial Districts: In all Industrial districts, the following shall apply 


a. Adequate off-street parking must be provided on the premises to service all parking demand created by 
new construction, whether through new structures or through additions to existing ones, or by change of 
use creating higher parking demands 

b. Buildings, structures and land uses in existence on the effective date of these provisions are not subject to 
these parking requirements and may be rebuilt, altered or repaired, but not enlarged or changed in use, 
without becoming subject to them 

c. In applying for building or occupancy permits, the applicant must demonstrate that the minimum parking re- 
quirements set forth below will be met for the new demand without counting existing parking 

d. The number of parking spaces required by Section VI.A.4 may be reduced upon the written determination 
of the Building Inspector, based on the Planning Board's written recommendation to him, following its site 
plan review, thal special circumstances render a lesser number of spaces adequate for all parking needs 
In order to qualify for a reduction, the Petitioner must present a site plan showing that all parking spaces 
needed to meet the requirements of the Table of Off-Street Parking Requirements (Section VI.A.4 ) could 
be built on the site. Those spaces to be waived shall be marked “Reserve Parking Area(s)" on the plan, 
which shall be kept on file with a copy of the Planning Board's written recommendation and a copy of the 
Building Inspector's decision to grant a reduction. The "Reserve Parking Area(s)" are to be maintained as 
landscaped areas unless and until construction of additional parking spaces is required by the Building In- 
spector. No building other than parking spaces will ever be allowed in this area 
(Amended 4-8-86, Art. 58) 

e. Only one driveway or entranceway will be permitted in any one hundred fifty (150) feet of frontage unless 
the frontage is less, in which case, a single driveway access to the property will be permitted 

f. Each parking area shall contain no more than two hundred forty (240) parking spaces 

g. Each parking area shall be enclosed (except for access points) by a landscaped buffer not less than twelve 
(12) feet wide, planted with shade trees : 

h, Each parking area shall have interior landscaping areas, primarily planted with trees, equivalent in size to 
five (5) per cent of that parking area's total pavement area 

i, There shall be no more than thirty (30) spaces in any uninterrupted row 

j. The size of a parking space may be reduced to a compact car space as presented in Section VI.A.5 

for those spaces serving all-day parkers. Uses which generale frequent parking space turnover shall be 
required to have the standard size parking spaces 


9. Special Permits: In accordance with Section VIII.C. (Special Permits) and the objectives set forth in Sec- 
tion VI.A., the Planning Board may grant the following Special Permits: 


a. Main Street access in the General Business District and Mixed Use District: Where allerative access loca- 
lions are feasible, parking lot driveways shall not provide access onto Main Street unless granted a Special 
Permit by the Planning Board upon its determination that such access onto Main Street is dictated by con- 
sideration of safely, congestion or conflict with other premises 
(Amended 4-6-88, Art. 62) 

b, Parking lot design in the General Business Disirict: The design of a parking lot may differ from the 
requirements of Section VI.A.5 if granted a Special Permit by the Planning Board provided that such 
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design satisfies the objectives of Section VI.A. and the design is prepared by a professional engineer or land- 

scape architect. 

c. Special Permit for a Change in Parking Space Requirements: The number of off-street parking 
spaces required in accordance with Section VIA. of this Bylaw for a use or uses in the General 
Business District may be changed by Special Permit in accordance with the following provisions: 

(1) Special Permit Criteria: The Planning Board, by Special Permit, may allow remote parking lots, shared 
parking lots, or any enforceable alternatives which it deems reasonable, based on the following criteria, 
and other applicable provisions presented in this subsection: 

(a) The capacity, location and current level of use of existing parking facilities, both public and pri- 
vate; 

(b) The efficient and maximum use of the General Business District in terms of parking needs and 
services provided; 

(c) The relief of traffic and parking congestion; 

(d) The safely of pedestrians; 

(e) The provision of reasonable access either by walking distance or shuttle vehicle arrangements; 

(!) The maintenance of the character of the area 

(2) Shared parking: Shared private parking facilities for different buildings or uses may be allowed 
by Special Permit in the General Business District, subject to the following provisions: 

(a) Up to 50% of the parking spaces serving a building may be used jointly for other uses not 
norrnally open, used or operated during similar hours. The applicant must show that the 
peak parking demand and principal operating hours for each is use are suitable for a com- 
mon parking facility. 

(b) A written agreernent defining the joint use acceptable to the Planning Board of the common 
parking facility shall be executed by all parties concerned and approved by the Planning 
Board as part of the Special Permit process. Such agreement shall be recorded at the North 
Essex Registry of Deeds. 

(c) Any subsequent change in land uses for which the shared parking proposal was approved, 
and which results in the need for additional parking spaces, shall require a new Special Per- 
mit application under this subsection. 

(3) Remote Parking: Remote (satellite) parking areas may be authorized by the Planning Board by 
Special Permit, subject to the following provisions: 

(a) The satellite parking spaces will be used solely by the employees, and where practicable, 
clientele of the commercial use; 

(b) The off-site parking spaces shall be located to adequately serve the proposed use, and 
shall be within 600 hundred feet of the building served for clientele of the commercial use. 
Off-site parking for employees of the business may be located within a distance of 1200 
feet, unless shuttle vehicle arrangements are provided as a condition of the Special Permit. 
The parking distance shall be measured by the shortest route of pedestrian access, en- 
trance to entrance. 

(4) Pedestrian Access: Any proposals submitted under Section VI.A.9 which, in the opinion of the 
Planning Board, provide direct and vital pedestrian access to other abutting commercial prop- 
erties and serve to improve pedestrian accessibility in the General Business district, may re- 
duce the number of parking spaces required by 15%. Pedestrian access shall be provided 
through improved pathways, stairway access, or other physical improvements, and such ac- 
cess shall be clearly marked. 

(5) Off-Street Parking Fund: Land use proposals in the General Business District seeking a Special 
Permit pursuant to Section VI.A.9, may propose a one-time payment into an Off-Street Parking 
Fund for the purpose of developing public parking spaces. The Off-Street Parking Fund shall be 
separate from the General Fund and shall be established in a manner determined by Town 
Meeting. Expenditures from this fund shall require the approval of Town Meeting, or the ap- 
proval of an agency so authorized. Revenues from this fund shall be used exclusively for park- 
ing related projects which include land acquisition, parking facility construction, and engineer- 
ing drawings and specifications. Parking facilities developed from this fund shall directly bene- 
fit the aforementioned land use. 

Proposals for payment in lieu of off-street parking spaces shall meet the following require- 

ments: 

(a) Payment into this fund shall be made as an alternative to providing the required on-site 
parking spaces and in accordance with a fee schedule adopted by the Board of Selectmen. 
The fee schedule shall consider the estimated cost of land and improvements necessary to 
support the parking requirements of the proposed use. 

(b) Payment into the Off-Street Parking Fund shall be made prior to the issuance of a building 
permit. 

(c) Such payment in lieu of providing on-site parking spaces shall run with the land, and any 
subsequent change in use that requires more parking than provided for shall require subse- 
quent action under Section VI.A.9 to satisfy the additional parking required. A refund of 
such payment shall not be made if a change of use requires less Parking. 

(6) Joint (shared) driveways: Joint driveways shall be permitted by Special Permit in the General 
Business District, subject to the following provisions: 

(a) Joint driveways, for the purposes of Section VI.A., shall be regulated by a binding agree- 
ment satisfactory in form to Town Counsel and recorded at the North Essex Registry of 
Deeds. 

(b) Joint driveways shall serve no more than two lots and shall be designed to provide access 
to another parking area or may straddle two lots if both lots are located in the General Busi- 
ness District. 

(c) Joint driveways shall be designed so as to minimize conflict with traffic on public streets 
and with due regard to interior circulation and separation of pedestrian and vehicular traffic. 

ARTICLE 40. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning Bylaw, Article VIII of the Town Bylaws, as follows 

(1) By deleting subsection 1V.B.37 in its entirety and substituting the following:

(4) At least 35% of the minimum lot area shall be retained in open space. Open space shall mean areas with- 
oul structures, parking lots, or driveways

4. Outdoor play areas and parking lot areas located along property lines common with residential property or property 

zoned as SRA, SRB or SRC shall be screened with not less than a six-foot high sight-obscuring fence or wall or with 

evergreen plants five feet in height at the time of planting 

5. A copy of the license from the Office for Children authorizing the child care facility and indicating the number of chil- 

dren the facility is licensed for shall be filed with the Planning Department prior to the issuance of a Certificate of Oc- 


cupancy."

Stapezynski said this week, of the town’s 
liability. 

The recently adopted Capital Improve- 
ment Plan contains a request from Mr 
McQuade to spend $4 million upgrading 17 


miles of Andover’s existing 50 miles of 


sidewalks in the next five years. It also 
contains another $5 million request for 21 
miles of new sidewalks within 1-1/2 miles 
of existing schools. 

But those requests are only what the 
town could spend right now on a sidewalk 
program if money was not an obstacle, and 
are not current goals, according to Mr. 
Stapezynski and Mr. McQuade. 


“It recognizes the need to address side- 
walks,” Mr. Stapezynski said of the multi- 
million dollar requests. 

The actual CIP proposal was toned 
down to include the $400,000 request for 
reconstruction of existing sidewalks this 
year, and another $400,000 to be spent in 
each of 1995 and 1997. The request for new 
sidewalks has been deferred to 1998 and 
beyond. 


The $400,000 would probably be bonded 
and paid for over several years. 

In 1987, $90,000 was appropriated for 
sidewalk repairs. Another $35,000 was 
appropriated for sidewalks in 1989 and 
again in 1991, 

The town’s sidewalk needs in general, 
and the various warrant articles to be pre- 
sented by the Planning Board at April 
Town Meeting, are on the agenda for dis- 
cussion at the Planing Board’s next meet- 
ing, this Tuesday, March 10, at 7:30 p.m. at 
town offices.

Some of the parents who spoke 
said they want the committee to 
address the differences between the 
middle schools before money is 
spent on a new building. Even after 
the committee voted to balance the 
two middle schools’ populations, 
Maria Bartlett, of Bateson Drive, 
said the committee has to do more. 

“With your plan, West Middle 
still gains no space and you haven’t 
talked about putting money into an 
already existing school. I propose 
you use Shawsheen as an all-town 
kindergarten school for another 
five years.

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Market offers myriad of innovative financing options |

The softening of residential real estate mar- 
kets throughout the country offers potential 
homebuyers opportunities beyond just low 
prices. Because buyers are generally skittish, 
lenders and contractors are attracting them 
with creative ways to finance the purchase of 
a home. 

For homeowners planning to “trade up,” 
relocate to a new home or simply looking for a 
deal on long-term investment, the current 
market offers a myriad of innovative finane- 
ing options to capitalize on today’s favorable 
residential real estate prices. 

The new-home market is perhaps one of the 
hardet-hit industry segments in the current 
market real estate downturn, with business 
dropping 33 percent from 1989 to 1990. As a 
result, many builders are offering attractive 
financial incentives and money-saving options 
to homebuyers, making it more worthwhile 
now to investigate buying a newly-constructed 
home. 

One relatively common practice is for a 
builder to “buy down” the rate on the home 
mortgage for the buyer and thus offer attrac- 
tive low-rate financing. The “buy down” 
reduces the borrower's monthly housing costs 
and, therefore, enlarges the pool of potential 
qualified buyers. A builder may also pay for 
any mortgage “points” and/or absorb all clos- 
ing costs to reduce the amount of up-front 
money needed. 

With each of these “new home” options, 
make sure that the builder and the develop- 
ment are financially secure to avoid problems 
with future financing or property mainte- 
nance, Check with the local building authori- 
ty, the developer’s lending institution or attor 
ney. 

For both newly-constructed or existing 
homes, some lenders are now offering special- 
ly tailored mortgages with lower starting 
interest rates and flexible schedules that can 
be “custom fit” to the buyer’s needs. 

These innovative “hybrid” mortgages offer 
immediate security in an uncertain market 
without the higher initial rates normally asso- 
ciated with a fixed-rate mortgage. 

The initial fixed-loan period for a mortgage 

say three, five, seven or 10 years — might 
offer an interest rate and monthly payments 
that are often lower than the prevailing 30- 


” 


year fixed mortgage rates. After this initial 
term, the interest rate is adjusted annually, 
similar to an adjustable-rate mortgage, for the 
remaining life of the loan, which can extend 
up to 30 years. 

Another type of loan, known as a negative 
amortization loan, is attractive to many bor- 
rowers at first glance. But closer inspection 
reveals that in regions where the real estate 
market is especially soft, a negative amortiza- 
tion loan can actually be a financial hin- 
drance. 

This loan is initially appealing because the 
monthly payments start out at below market 
rates and could increase every six months by a 
maximum of 7.5 percent of the monthly pay- 
ment amount. The interest payments, howev- 
er, are discounted, which means that in 
today's soft market, many homeowners are 
losing money because they aren't reaping suf- 
ficient capital gains or are selling at a loss and 
must pay the bank the difference. Be sure to 
ask your lender if the financing appears to be a 
negative amortization loan but has another 
name, 

Sellers who are having difficulty selling 
their home or are receiving unacceptable bids, 
might consider refinancing their mortgage at 
a better rate or “fix up” instead of “trade up” 
and thus postpone selling their home until the 
market strengthens. 

If your exiting mortgage or mortgages are 
higher than the current rate by more than 1.5 
percent, the time may be right to explore refi- 
nancing. As an added incentive, many lenders 
are offering to finance closing costs and 
expenses of refinancing a mortgage as well. 


Those who have owned their home for a 
substantial length of time can also tap into the 
equity they have built through a home equity 
loan or line of credit and use this money to 
increase the resale value of their residence 
through renovation or expansion. 


Real estate investment seekers can also use 
the line of credit to finance a second home and 
capitalize on the lower prices for vacation 
properties in certain markets. 


Even with a sound long-term real estate 
investment strategy, many buyers concentrate
